Contrary to poptilar assump- 
tion，the imajority of these grad- 
uates are not engaged in teaching， 
only 17 per cent of the Political 
science graduates，20 per cent from 
the_ economics department，and 24

It has been interesting to follow 
the exchanges among students in 
OUI Chinese section on the question 
of the latinization of Chinese.

Linese js feasible only for simple 
colloquial with a quite limited voc- 
abulary and a style which includes 
an abundance of classifiers and 
polysyjllabic phrases ; (2) even 计 
one js Imistaken in the first convic- 
tion, it js utterly certain that such a 
Change Will be long delayed in its 
-Consummation ; it js therefore at 
jeast equally important that wide 
consideration be given to the remov- 
al of disadvantages involved in the 
-use of ideograms，Ppreeminently in 
indexing and filing， 


.Snap Judgments Seem to Abound 


It is taken for granted that a 
language in the roman alphabet 
can be learned more quickly than 
one in ideographic script， This has 
not yet been demonstrated experi- 
mentally.。 The assumption is based 
upon confusion of thought, I believe， 
arising out of the insufficiently dif- 
ferentiated mixture of literature， 
history， and calligraphy in the 
Present teaching of Chinese. When 
China gets more adequate materials 
and taizzedteacpexs for instruction iD 
the language ozb, it will be possible 
to make some controlled experi- 
Iaents and draw some reasoned con- 
clusions. 


The ideograms are generally 
thought to be a severe handicap in 
printing. It has not yet been proved 
that hand-composition of types，

The Modernize: Argument Back-fires 


If romamnization Were PIactiC- 
able for. aH ptrposes in the Chinese 
language，there would be much to 
be Said for conformity with the rest 
of the world. But when it is urged 


that Keeping ideograms is like pre- - 


ferring Skins to _ cloth for clothes， 
etc,, one Would reply that the needs 
of modern commercial，industrial 
and even _ cultural life is actaally 
driving mankind in the romanized- 
language countries to a steadilF in- 
creasing Use of hierozlyphs. In- 
stances abound in hishway sisgns， 


| commercial trade-marks，indqustrial 


blue-prints，non-alphabetic scientific 
formulae，and so on. 
philosophers are showing an increas- 
ing interest in symbolic lozic. 


Ideographic script, quite siniilar 
in jlts intrinsic character to Chinese 
ideograms，is being adopted more 
and_ Imore throughout the_ world， 
especially in places where it is im- 
perative that the meaning be con- 
Veyed as directly as possible in a 
minimum of time and with the least 
possible chance of misunderstand- 
ing， Note the lightning-like emblem 
now almost universally used to give 
Warning of the presence of high- 
Voltage wires. So far from being 
behind the procession，it is quite 
possible that China blazed a traijl 
milleniums ago which we mnust all 
follow.
